A fraud order was issued against the names set forth in the caption of 
this memorandum August 29, 1923, upon evidence satisfactory to the Postmas- 
ter General that under those names one D. J. Holloran was engaged in conduct- 
ing a scheme for obtaining money through the mails by means of false and 
fraudulent pretenses, representations and promises. Under date of December 
15, 1923, the order was extended to cover the name of D. Daniels at Los An- 
geles, California, it having been shown by evidence satisfying the Fs tmas- 
ter General, that Holloran had removed to that place and had resumed the 
scheme against which the fraud order was issued in New York. 

Holloran's scheme consisted in selling alleged horoscopes or astrologi- 
cal readings and to recasts through the mails upon pretenses, representations 
and promises to the effect that these readings were especially prepared for 
the individuals remitting therefor and that these "readings" would help re- 


mitters to overcome "all obstacles” and to make the most of their "“opportu- 
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nities." The evidence showd that they were simply stock “readings” pre- 
pared in qua tities in advance in sets of twelve, one set for each of the 
signs of the zodiac, and were sold to all persons alike who happened to be i 
born in the same zodiacal sign. All "readings" of any particular period or 
sign of the sodiac were couched in identical language. It was found that 
all the pretenses, representations and premises with respect to these read- 
ings were false and fraudulent.
